The  Tuberculosis  Service  for  the  area  is  administered  by 
the  County  Council  and  one  of  their  principal  dispensaries  is  only 
a few  yards  outside  the  boundary  of  the  Urbcan  District. 

This  dispensary  is  constantly  open  with  a full  clerical 
and  health  visiting  staff.  One  consultant  and  one  other 
Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  County  Council  attend  several  times 
a week  to  see  patients  recommiended  for  consultation  by  Local 
Practitioners  or  cases  found  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  course  of 
routine  work  in  schools,  ante-natal  or  welfare  clinics.

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HOUSING  CONDITIONS 


The  general  observations  as  to  housing  conditions 
are  as  follows 

There  arc  no  congested  areas  in  the  district* 

Approximately  lO'^/o  of  the  houses  are  over  80  years  old^ 
have  through  ventilation  and  are  stone  built,  flagged  living-rooms 
with  ground  dampness  prevalent. 

Approximately  80^'  are  between  20  - 80  years  old,  and 
are  of  brick  and  stone. 

About  10/c  are  modern  (including  Housing  Estate)  most  of 
which  are  brick. 

There  are  a considerable  number  of  single  aged  people 
occupying  2 or  3 bedroom  type  of  houses,  solidly  built,  and  to 
relieve  the  housing  shortage  the  Council  contemplate  erecting  a 
small  number  of  bungalows  for  aged  people,  requesting  such  aged 
people  to  remove  to  newly  constructed  bungalov/s,  and  in  doing  so, 
release  good  sized  family  houses  for  ex-service  men  and  their 
families. 


It  is  also  contemplated  building  20  permanent  houses  of 
the  3 bedroom  type  on  the  Chequers  site  to  relieve  overcrowding 
again  with  priority  to  servicemen  and  women.
